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ALTON   POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

As  the  newly  appointed  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Alton  I 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  inform  the  citizens  that  I  feel  this  is 
a  great  opportunity  indeed  to  carry  on  my  law  enforcement  career  in  a 
town  such  as  Alton. 

I  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  completely  evaluate  the  needs 
and  services  required  of  the  Alton  Police  Department,  but  my  present 
mission  is  as  follows: 

There  is  a  great  need  to  provide  more  in-service  training  for  de- 
partment personnel.  I  hope  to  upgrade  the  personnel  within  the  de- 
partment through  more  effective  training,  whether  it  be  in  the  areas  of 
criminal  investigation,  proper  uniform  patrol  duties  or  working  with 
juveniles. 

All  officers  within  the  department  shall  be  required  to  attend  in- 
service  training  programs  on  a  regular  basis  thus  providing  each  officer 
with  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  ever  changing  laws  and  methods 
within  our  field. 

Each  officer  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  specialize  in  a 
field  of  his  choosing  to  better  assist  the  department  in  accomplishing 
it's  mission,  that  being,  the  ability  to  provide  a  more  professional  and 
effective  service  to  the  community. 

At  the  present,  the  department  is  understaffed  by  one  officer. 
This  has  greatly  cut  back  the  ability  of  the  department  to  provide 
effective  twenty-four  hour  coverage  and  give  proper  follow-up  to  all 
areas  of  investigative  services  required  of  it.  There  is  an  excessive 
amount  of  time  that  the  Town  of  Alton  has  not  had  police  coverage 
and  by  having  the  department  at  full  strength  this  critical  area  can  be 
secured. 

I  am  in  the  process  of  establishing  programs  with  the  Alton  School 
System  to  better  establish  a  closer  and  more  objective  working  re- 
lationship with  the  students  of  all  ages.  It  is  an  absolute  necessity 
that  all  law  enforcement  personnel  attempt  to  establish  this  relation- 
ship as  it  governs  the  overall  success  of  our  mission,  which  is  im- 
portant to  all  citizens  of  the  community. 

My  goal  as  Chief  of  Police  in  Alton  as  it  has  been  throughout  my 
career  is,  to  provide  a  high  calibre  of  professionalism  to  the  commun- 
ity, to  be  of  help  to  all  citizens,  from  the  elderly  to  the  youngsters, 
to  ensure  it*s  citizens  with  a  feeling  of  security  and  lastly  to  estab- 
lish a  police  department  that  the  community  will  be  proud  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN   ENGINEER 

The  Master  Plan  Study  made  for  the  Town  in  the  mid  60's  indicat- 
ed that  the  population  of  the  Town  at  that  time  was  1299.  In  the  fol- 
lowing 15  years  this  figure  has  doubled.  Seasonal  residency  was 
2753  and  in  the  same  15  year  period  has  increased  about  272  fold. 
What  will  Alton  be  like  in  the  next  15  years? 

In  this  past  year,  226  buildnig  permits  were  issued  for  a  stated 
value  of  $2,626,831.  This  included  60  permits  for  dwellings  at  an 
average  value  of  $29,000  and  15  permits  for  mobile  homes  at  an  aver- 
age value  of  $7,400.  The  stated  value  in  1977,  which  included  24 
dwellings  and  17  mobile  homes,  was  $1,334,095.  Although  money  has 
tightened,  the  state  sanitary  approvals  received  and  the  continuation 
of  the  sub-division  of  land  indicates  a  continuation  of  the  upward 
spiral  of  growth.   What  will  Alton  be  like  in  the  next  15  years? 

Tuning  in  again  in  15  years  may  be  one  way  of  looking  at  it,  but 
will  we  like  what  we  see?  Being  attuned  now  and  coming  to  grips 
with  what  we  want  (and  how  it  can  be  achieved)  may  give  us  what  we 
would  like  to  see. 

Steep  slopes,  wet  lands,  flood  plain,  current  use,  time-sharing 
condominiums  are  just  some  of  the  terms  churned  around  this  year. 
We  thus  speak  of  the  conservancy  of  land  and  water,  agricultural  land 
and  wood  lots,  the  scenery  about  us,  our  style  of  living  and  the  trends 
to  insure  health  and  well  being  as  we  apply  to  the  land  our  residential, 
recreational,  commercial  and  industrial  uses.  The  balancing  of  these 
terms  can  provide  the  pattern  of  growth  we  wish  to  see.  This  can 
best  be  achieved  by  the  re-vital ization  and  restatement  of  the  Master 
Plan  that  should  be  brought  up  to  date. 

The  Health  Department  issued  127  permits  for  the  installation  of 
wells  and  the  installation  or  repairs  of  sanitary  disposal  systems. 
In  addition  and  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  an  in- 
spection of  restaurant  facilities,  started  in  the  fall  of  1976,  was 
resumed  this  fall  in  what  will  be  an  on-going  program. 

1978  also  saw  the  new  Highway  Department  building  placed  into 
service.  This  building  is  located  off  of  the  Letter  "S"  Road,  near 
the  center  of  Town.  Work  anticipated  on  the  Town  Hall  and  Library 
has  been  delayed  as  a  result  of  heavy  commitments  by  contractors  in 
this  area. 

Surveys  of  the  status  of  roads  within  the  Town  are  about  complete. 
These  surveys  designate  class  5  and  6  roads  and  discontinued  and 
unbuilt  roads.  The  effort  now  will  be  to  relate  these  to  the  tax  maps 
and  then  get  into  the  official  naming  of  the  active  and  usable  roads.

New  Hampshire's  Constitution  requires  that  the  Legislature  meet 
six  months  every  other  year  in  a  Regular  Session  to  consider  the 
business  of  Xha  state.  In  recent  years,  however,  the  increasing  num- 
ber and  complexity  of  issues  facing  state  government  have  demanded 
that  the  Legislature  meet  in  Special  Sessions  during  the  intervening 
years  to  respond  to  those  issues. 

Several  bills  of  importance  and  interest  to  our  district  were  en- 
acted during  the  1978  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature.  One  requires 
electrical  utility  companies  to  make  lower  rates  available  to  con- 
sumers based  on  the  time  of  day  the  electricity  is  used.  Because  it 
costs  the  utility  less  to  supply  electricity  at  certain  times  during  the 
day  when  demand  is  low,  the  Legislature  felt  that  those  savings 
should  be  passed  on  to  the  consumers  who  use  their  electrical  appli- 
ances such  as  washer /dryers  and  water  heaters  during  those  low  cost 
periods. 

Another  bill  included  a  three  million  dollar  appropriation  to  help 
the  local  communities  with  the  cost  of  educating  handicapped  children 
by  putting  a  limit  on  the  amount  local  school  districts  have  to  con- 
tribute towards  this  expense. 

Legislation  was  also  enacted  to  make  life  a  little  easier  for  the 
elderly  and  the  handicapped  in  our  state  by  providing  special  decals 
to  be  placed  on  motor  vehicles  allowing  free  parking  in  any  city  or 
town  in  the  state.  In  addition,  a  joint  committee  on  elderly  affairs 
was  created  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  legislature  and  public  and 
private  individuals  or  groups  concerned  with  problems  of  the  elderly. 

Anyone  who  was  in  the  past  disqualified  from  receiving  unemploy- 
ment benefits  because  he  or  she  was  also  receiving  military  or  other 
pensions  will  find  relief  in  action  taken  by  the  Legislature  during  the 
last  Special  Session  that  repealed  the  law  which  required  unemploy- 
ment compensation  benefits  to  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  such  a 
pension. 

In  November  of  1978,  the  House  of  Representatives  elected  me 
to  my  third  term  as  Speaker.  In  that  capacity,  I  will  preside  over  the 
House  as  it  employs  for  the  first  time  the  tools  provided  by  the  Sunset 
Act,  passed  by  the  Legislature  during  the  last  session.  As  I  have 
reported  before,  that  act  provides  a  schedule  by  which  House  Com- 
mittees will  investigate  each  and  every  state  agency  with  an  eye  to 
reducing  waste,  trimming  excesses  and  improving  effectiveness.  It 
is  a  task  that  will  require  a  great  deal  of  the  Legislature's  time  and 
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resources  but  promises  to  meet  head-on  one  of  the  major  concerns  of 
people  I  talk  with  these  days  and  that  is  the  haphazard  growth  of 
state  government. 

Representatives  of  the  Highway  Department  have  informed  me  that 
approximately  two  miles  of  New  Hampshire  Route  140  running  west 
from  Route  107  in  Gilmanton  have  been  slated  for  resurfacing  as  part 
of  an  overall  three-R  project  including  renovation  and  reconstruction 
of  1.7  miles  of  Route  107  in  Gilmanton  completed  last  summer.  In 
addition,  the  Department's  five-year  plan  calls  for  two  more  projects 
in  our  area  slated  for  1982;  one  provides  for  $2  million  effort  on 
Route  111  proceeding  from  the  Alton  town  line  heading  two  miles 
northwest  and  the  other  provides  for  an  estimated  $2  million  project 
in  Barnstead  on  Route  28  running  south  from  the  Alton  town  line. 

As  always,  I  encourage  you  to  call  on  me  when  you  have  concerns 
regarding  state  or  local  matters  that  need  attention  or  when  legislation 
is  being  considered  that  you  may  be  interested  in.  If  you  have  any 
questions  concerning  the  contents  of  this  report  or  if  I  can  assist  you 
in  any  way,  please  feel  free  to  contact  me  at  my  office  toll-free  at 
1-800-852-3392  or  call  me  at  my  home  at  267-8151  at  any  time.

STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

JANE    F.    SANDERS,    STATE    REPRESENTATIVE 
Alton,  Barnstead,  Gilmanton,  Belknap  County,  District  4 

The  New  Hampshire  legislature  is  once  again  living  up  to  its 
advance  billing  of  being  the  place  "where  the  action  is."  As  I  dive 
into  my  second  term  as  your  state  representative,  I  find  the  waters  as 
turbulent  and  deep  as  they  were  when  I  arrived  in  Concord  as  a  "fresh- 
man" two  years  ago. 

Many  of  the  issues  which  I  have  reported  to  you  previously  are 
not  totally  resolved.  For  example,  although  the  state's  telephone 
companies  have  agreed  to  end  the  practice  of  charging  a  toll  for 
telephone  calls  within  the  boundaries  of  a  municipality  by  September, 
1979,  I  have  filed  legislation  to  insure  that  this  schedule  is  met. 
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In  another  area,  that  of  the  state  highways  in  the  Alton,  Barn- 
stead,  Gilmanton  area,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways 
scheduled  Route  11  in  West  Alton  for  reconstruction  by  1981.  Because 
the  project  is  to  be  more  extensive  than  first  thought,  that  date  has 
been  pushed  back.  My  job  is  to  make  sure  that  the  delay  is  a  neces- 
sity and  is  not  unreasonable. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  I  am  also  co-sponsoring  legislation 
which  would  require  soil  filtration  rates  to  be  considered,  as  well  as 
the  existing  percolation  test,  before  granting  of  septic  system  permits. 

I  am  also  sponsoring  legislation  which  would  remove  inequities 
in  the  collection  of  the  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax,  and  legislation  which 
would  restructure  assessment  procedures  of  mobile  homes  for  property 
tax  purposes.  Both  of  these  involve  extensive  changes  in  existing 
law  and  I  expect  much  heated  debate,  as  one  would  with  any  new  idea. 

This  term  I  have  been  appointed  to  the  Committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation,  and  Development.  This  committee  is  charged  with  con- 
sidering "all  matters  relating  to  natural  resources,  water  pollution 
and  control,  parks  and  recreational  areas,  recreational  industries, 
(and)  matters  concerning  state  controls  on  property  development," 
all  items  of  vital  concern  to  Alton,  Barnstead,  and  Gilmanton. 

The  legislature,  however,  does  more  than  enact  new  laws,  and 
correct  old  ones.   The  legislature  must  also  set  policy. 

I  see  a  major  challenge  to  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
especially  to  their  legislature  to  assimilate  that  growth  and  provide 
those  services,  while  refusing  to  take  control  away  from  local  govern- 
ment in  the  name  of  centralization.  Because,  whatever  so-called 
efficiencies  may  be  gained  from  state-run  agencies  will  be  lost  as  that 
all-important  monetary  control  gets  further  away  from  the  people  of 
this  state  who  pay  the  bills. 

Many  of  you  have  been  in  contact  with  me  either  through  my 
regular  office  hours,  by  letter,  or  by  telephone.  It  is  most  gratifying 
to  me  to  both  listen  to  your  views,  and  assist  you  with  any  difficulties 
which  may  arise  in  day  to  day  dealings  with  our  already  too  complex 
state  bureaucracy.

Several  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  decorated  the  two 
evergreen  trees  in  the  center  of  Town  and  the  bandstand  at  Alton 
Bay.   Also,  the  lights  and  poles  at  the  bridge  in  the  Bay. 

The  Chamber  is  already  planning  activities  for  the  next  summer 
season.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult,  because  of  the  increased 
cost  each  year,  to  sponsor  the  same  number  of  events. 

Last  year  the  Chamber's  schedule  of  activities  included  a  Canoe 
Race,  Road  Race,  Art  Show  and  several  Flea  Markets.  Also,  4  Organ 
Concerts,  4  Band  Concerts  and  a  Beauty  Contest.  Hopefully,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  will  find  it  possible  to  continue  to  provide 
fireworks  at  the  close  of  the  summer  season,  the  Labor  Day  weekend. 
The  funds  for  them  as  well  as  most  of  the  other  activities  is  dependent 
upon  the  membership  dues. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Alton  Police  Department  and  the  Alton 
Fire  Department  for  their  cooperation  on  numerous  occasions.  To  the 
Townspeople  and  to  all  who  assisted  in  any  way  to  make  an  event 
a  success, thank  you.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  ALTON  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Alton  Water  Department. 

A  big  expenditure  was  the  extension  of  1400  feet  of  8"  water 
main  on  Pearson  Rd.  The  project  was  undertaken  at  the  request  of 
lot  owners  following  the  acceptance  of  the  road  by  the  Town.  A 
program  was  set  up  whereby  all  users  will  reimburse  the  Town  over 
a  period  of  ten  years  for  their  service.  8"  pipe  was  installed  with 
the  hope  of  eventually  continuing  this  main  to  Bay  Hill  Rd.  giving 
an  8"  main  into  the  center  of  Town,  providing  better  service  and  fire 
protection  for  the  future. 

The  sides  of  the  reservoir  have  been  closed  in  at  the  request  of 
the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Board.  A  contract  has  been 
signed  with  the  Layne  Co.  to  clean  surge  and  chemically  treat  the 
old  well  by  the  Central  Fire  Station,  the  work  to  include  raising  the 
casings  and  sealing  the  well  which  has  been  long  overdue. 

We  have  also  made  a  few  improvements  to  the  water  system  in 
the  Campground  and  are  trying  to  continue  on  a  plan  of  updating  our 
system  there. 

In  summary,  the  Water  Department  has  been  able  to  operate  effi- 
ciently providing  one  of  the  lowest  costs  per  user  in  the  state  and 
sufficient  reserve  funds  have  been  built  up  so  that  the  burden  does 
not  lay  with  the  taxpayer.  We  will  try  to  maintain  equitable  charges 
for  all  users  while  upgrading  and  expanding  with  the  growth  of  the 
town.

THE  ALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Thanks  to  the  officers  and  men,  the  operation  of  the  Alton  Fire 
Department  has  continued  toward  a  more  cohesive  and  smooth  running 
organization  which  is  a  credit  to  our  Town. 

We  had  a  large  number  of  calls  this  past  year,  totaling  103  runs 
not  including  forest  fires.  The  most  serious  fires  were  the  four  cottage 
conflagration  at  the  Alton  Bay  Campground  and  the  trailer  fires  at  the 
Merrymeeting  Mobile  Home  Park. 

All  fire  fighters  have  an  obligation  along  with  their  regular  work 
to  train  twice  each  month,  with  several  all  day  sessions  during  the 
year.  Opportunity  for  training  with  other  towns  in  the  Mutual  Aid 
System  and  qualified  instructors  are  incorporated  in  the  training  pro- 
grams. We  should  all  be  proud  of  these  men  for  they  take  a  back  seat 
to  no  one. 

The  equipment  has  been  maintained  and  is  in  reasonably  good 
condition.    Inspections  have  been  made  on  all  necessary  buildings. 

The  Fire  Department  has  been  consulted  on  several  occasions 
during  the  year  concerning  comtemplated  developments.  A  spirit  of 
cooperation  between  the  Boards  and  Departments  within  the  Town 
should  be  fostered  and  is  a  necessary  factor  as  Alton  continues  to 
grow. 

Concluding  this  report  we  would  like  to  say  thank  you  to  the 
ladles'  auxiliaries  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their  help  and  support 
this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF   AND 
YOUR   FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  superior 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and 
local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and 
combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  war- 
dens are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work 
with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State 
funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression 
costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates 
established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by 
local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires, 
to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is 
required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail 
term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.
